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France Keeps

Britain lost its fight today to keep 
on negotiating for Common Mar-, 
ket membership despite last-min-j 
ute intervention by President Ken- 
nedy's administration. Envoys ol 
the six members gave British of- 
ficials the bad news. 


After a day of wrangling, the 


French came out of the confer- 
ence room clear winners. The 
French not only killed Britain's 
bid for membership, but in the 
view of some diplomats they have 
begun a long process of lessening 
American and British influence 
on the Continent.

countries fought on Britain's be- 
half but were unable to overcome 
France's opposition. 


As the negotiating ministers for 


the six Common Market countries 
recessed for lunch, West German 
Economic Minister Ludwig Er- 
hard told reporters: 


The 
negotiations 
are 
over. 


They have failed. We will come 
together again this afternoon, but 
no progress at all has been made. 
The five are still in agreement 
tfhat Britairt sWould be brought 
into the Common Market but they 
cannot convince France."

called it a high priority program, 
designed to pin-point the most 
crucial needs and problems in 
American education, and at the 
same time to avoid controversy 
wherever possible. 


For the past two years, Ken- 


nedy's education proposals have 
foundered in a controversy over 
aid for church schools. Kennedy 
says ho believed such aid would 
be unconstitutional, breeching the 
barrier between church and state.
